As we enter into the Fall auction schedule there are some notable sales that I would like 
to mention. I will be attending the CNG 118 sale in Lancaster, PA from September 11-15. I 
will be viewing and bidding live on the floor so please get in touch if you need auction 
representation. 


I will start with two of the bigger sales below and next week’s newsletter I will continue. 
I don’t want to inundate you all with a massive newsletter! 


But first a few notable things to mention from the ANA and ANS. 


What’s new at the ANA 


The next convention will be the National Money Show from March 10-12, 2022 in 
Colorado Springs at the Broadmoor hotel. I mention this very early because I want all 
my friends interested in ancients to know that I am gonna push you all to attend! As an 
ANA Board Governor I have been advocating for my niche area within the organization 
since I started two years ago. My main purpose on the BOG, for those that know me, is 
to make the world/ancient dealers and collectors feel that the ANA is for them too. 
Naturally presiding in the U.S., the organization is strong with the U.S. coin market but 
if we truly want to represent all collectors we need to appreciate that there is a world 
outside of U.S. coins. 


I urge you to JOIN the ANA if you are interested in ancients and world coinage, 
otherwise, my pursuits will not come to fruition. Joining is very inexpensive but the 
impact is strong as more collectors join. The Colorado Springs show will afford all to 
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And for you dealers out there that read my newsletter, please consider buying a table at 
the show. I will have one and I invite you to also try this show out if you don’t already. 
We need to boost the ancient/world tables there. 


Regarding the pandemic and precautions. I will be working toward safety measures well 
before the convention. This means you can expect that even if the “numbers go up” that 
we will maintain a high level of caution (e.g. possible mandatory masking, proof of 
vaccination and/or negative test within 48 hours in order to enter as options). 


What’s new at the ANS 


The extremely popular “Long Table” talks every Friday continues tomorrow with a 
discussion on the FLAME project. See the exact excerpt below from the ANS site: 


Join us for a discussion on Princeton University's FLAME project (Framing the Late Antique 
and early Medieval Economy). Dr. Alan Stahl (Curator of Numismatics, Princeton University; 
FLAME Chair), Prof. Lee Mordechai (Senior Lecturer, Hebrew University of Jerusalem; FLAME 
Director), and Dr. Mark Pyzyk (Database Coordinator, FLAME) will lead the tour of this 
resource that aims to digitize, store, and visualize coin finds from western Afro-Eurasia 
between 325-750 CE. Thus far, it includes information on 734 mints, 6,619 coin finds, and 
703,701 coins. This platform provides a new basis for data-driven numismatic scholarship on 
the transition between the Late Antique and Medieval worlds, including the collapse of the 
western Roman empire, the consolidation of the Byzantine world, and the rise of Islam. 





Also upcoming is the 2021 COAC (Coinage of the Americas Conference) from September 
17-18. This is sponsored in association with the Resolute Americana Collection and the 
Stack family. While slightly out of my area, I’m very interested in attending some of the 
lectures with a group of great presenters such as Jesse Kraft (my table-mate at the 
ANA!), Jonathan Kagan and Peter van Alfen to name just a few. The conference is free 
for those that want to view it from home that are MEMBERS and $150 for those 
attending in person and non-members. What a great reason to join the ANS! 


CNG Keystone Sale 4 (September 2) ( to benefit the ANS directly) 


There are 252 lots in this special CNG sale which directly benefits the American 
Numismatic Society. The coins come from the bequest of Robert W. Bartlett. The sale is 
roughly half Greek and half Roman. I’ve viewed the coins online and most fall into the 
mid-level collector level. There are some impressive pedigrees and also some plate 
coins found. While the coins aren’t the most exciting, the benefit this sale provides to 
the ANS is worthy. I hope you will check it out. 


CNG 118 (September 13-14) (LIVE FLOOR AUCTION) 


As I mentioned in my introduction, CNG 118 will be a live auction in their headquarters 
of Lancaster, PA. You might recall that last year CNG was set to do a live sale and then 
the pandemic made that impossible. While the delta variant is extremely serious now it 
appears that the “show will go on” with the auction. I’m looking forward to getting out 
to Lancaster and doing some viewing. 


The auction is composed of a few notable collections. First, there is a continuation of 
coins being offered from the Dr. Jay M. Galst collection. Jay, an avid collector of coins 
and an ophthalmologist, uniquely married his career and passion. He co-authored a 
book with Dr. Peter van Alfen, chief curator of the ANS in 2013, using coins relatable to 
the study of eyes. Jay also collected ancients and U.S. coins and this catalog is a 
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Another notable collection is “The Father & Son” collection. This is a mix of Greek and 
mainly coinage related to Judaea. The introduction at the beginning of the catalog from 
“the son” describes the passion that he and his father shared. A passion that began in 
2000 and continued until his father’s death in 2020. I have always said (along with 
many other dealers and collectors I might add) that we are only temporary owners of 
these beautiful works of art. Despite the fact that the owner’s son continues to collect, 
his main collecting area is outside the realm of his father, thus we get a chance to owna 
part of the collection. Many notable pedigrees and some lovely coins of the Holy Land. 


Another notable consignment in this auction is the Trevor George Hadley collection. 
Hadley, a squadron leader of the Royal Air Force, died in 2019 leaving a wonderful 
collection of late Republican and Imperial Roman coins. 


The last collection is that of Thomas Palmer who is very much alive and well! He is on 
the board for the FUN show (Florida United Numismatists) among many other 
accolades. Tom is a retired aerospace engineer (wow!!) and also a collector of Roman 
coins. He offers his nearly complete collection of Roman portrait silver denarii in this 
auction. They aptly note at the beginning that this includes the empresses as well 
(kudos to Tom for not forgetting them).

Paul-Francis Jacquier Auction 49 (September 17-18) 


Not everyone is familiar with Jacquier as he runs a smaller auction house in Germany 
close to the French border. His sales are normally, even pre-pandemic, mail and 
internet focussed. Jacquier is most known, in the U.S. at least, for his large offering of 
numismatic literature. In his last few sales he has worked closely with the collector and 
coin enthusiast BCD to offer duplicates from his extensive library. This catalog offers 
that once again but in addition there are some fantastic Greek coins offered as well. The 
sale commences with some attractive Celtic coins. The first sign that this sale was 
special was lot 41 and 42. Both really lovely examples of Etrurian coinage that have 
pretty low estimates. Not that I expect the end result to be so low but they are worth 
consideration. There are some pretty fantastic types with very nice pedigrees attached 
to them. I don’t want to point them all out because I might want a few for my stock! 
Further down there is an extensive offering of Roman coins. Also notable is a collection 
of coins from a “Prof. S. u.a.”. This begins with a large variety of tessera, quadrans and 
semis. I was hoping for a Spintria to be offered in the group but alas there was not one. 
The sale ends with a huge offering of numismatic literature including many from BCD. 
BCD offers some insights into the books which I always appreciated. I was the winner of 
his amazing Hirsch Catalog XIII from 1905 (the Rhousopoulis collection). After reading 
his write-up I decided it was worth going the extra mile to purchase it and I can 
honestly say it is one of my favorite old catalogs in my collection. I will most definitely 
be participating in this auction so please get in touch with lots of interest.

Buy Coin 


This coin was struck rather early in the Roman Republican time period. The silver 
denarius was introduced in c. 211 BC. Prior to this, the Republic issued bronze coins. In 
135 BC, the quadrans would have been 1/40th the value of the denarius, the second to 
lowest denomination available. While the monetary system had progressed with the 
introduction of the denarius, bronze coins continued to be struck in lower numbers.
